Melville W. Fuller was born in Augusta, Me.,
Fob, 11, 183J. His parents were Frederick A.
Fuller, son of the Hon. Henry W. Fuller, of
Augusta, and Catharine Weston, daughter of
Chief Justice Nathan Weston. The history of
th family in New England dates back to the
!ayfiower. Mr. Fuller received his education
in Augusta, and graduated at Powdoln College
In the class of He began the study of law
in the o.t!ce of his uncle. Oeorge Melville
Weston at Dangor, and afterward attended
lectures in the law department of Harvard Uni-
versity. In IHM he began the practice of law
in Augusta, and also acted as ono of the edit rs
of the Apt newspaer. He was elected a mem-
ber of the Common Council of Augusta, be-
came President, and was also the City Solicitor.
He did not remain in Augusta more than two
years, but came West, and located in Chicago,
and has for thirty years enjoyed a large and lu-
crative law practice in that city.

Mr. Fuller's practice has won for him the
name of s learned lawyer and a faithful coun-
selor.

Politically Mr. Fuller has always been known
as a Jefferson lan Democrat. During all his ca-
reer he has taken the keene-- t interest in poll-tic- s,

but has persistently declined to allow the
use of his name as a candidate for any office.
Im 18td he was chosen a member of the Illinois
Constitutional Convention. In 12 he was
elected to the Legislature as a Democrat from
a strong Itepublicio district. He wan a dele-
gate to the Democratic National Conventions
of 18C4, 18. 2, 187. and 1HS0.

As an orator Mr. Fuller's diction is polished
and elegant. He was chosen to deliver the ad-
dress of welcome to Stephen A. Douglas in
18tj0, and has made many other public ad-
dresses.

Mr. Fuller has been married twice. His first
wife was Calista O. Keynolde, whom he mar-
ried in 18o8, and after her decease 1 e married
Ellen, daughter of the late distinguished
banker. William F. Coolbaugh. His family
consists of eight daughters.

reading is as broad as it is incessant. How hemanage a to turn ont auch prodigious grists
from his legal mill and at the same time keep
familiar with the whole range of current
literature is a puizle to his friends. Yet be
does it, and he would rather talk of a new
look than of a new client. He tikes
Interest In the reading cf his friends, too,
and when given half a chance makes sugges-
tions to them which they are sure to thank
him for. He finds time to write a good many
book reviews lor a literary weekly, and once
criticised a new opera for a daily newspaper.
